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REMARKS 

The application has been amended and is believed to be 
in condition for allowance. 

Claim Amendments 

Claim 1 has been amended and three new independent 
claims added. The amendments to claim 1 are based on 

specification page 13, lines 11-14. 

The three new claims have the same beginning as amended 

claim 1. 

New claim 32 is based on page 13, lines 11-20 and 
recites that the global control means (52) is adapted to 

- classify sound information including the audio 
information made audible for the user, 

- classify operations which are performed for users of 
the system, including said activation operation, 

- perform an analysis by using the classified sound 
information and the classified operations, and 

- on the basis of results of the analysis, control 
operations to be performed by the local control means, the 
operations to be controlled including said activation operation. 

New claim 33 is based on text on page 13, lines 11-20 
and lines 30-3220 and recites that the global control means 
(52) is adapted to 

- perform an analysis using classes of sound information 
and classes of operations and effect of the both classes on 
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results measured from users of the system, wherein the audio 
information made audible for the user is included in said sound 
information, and 

- on the basis of results of the analysis, control 
operations to be performed by the local control means, the 
operations to be controlled including said activation operation. 

New claim 34 is based on page 13, lines 11-20 and lines 
30-32, and page 14, line 6 and recites that the global control 
means (52) is adapted to 

- perform an analysis using classes of sound information 
and classes of operations and effect of the both classes on 
results measured from users of the system, wherein the audio 
information made audible for the user is included in said sound 
information, the analysis finding statistical dependencies between 
the operations, and 

- on the basis of results of the analysis, control 
operations to be performed by the local control means, the 
operations to be controlled including said activation operation. 

Specification Objections 

The specification was objected to for failing to 
provide proper antecedent basis for subject matter claimed in 
claims 1, 4, 5, 30 and 31. 

As to claim 1, the objection relates to the recitation 
"global control means (52) , operatively connected to control the 
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local control means (10, 100) via a communication network (40)". 
The claim has been amended to cancel the objected-to recitation. 

Now the claims now recite that the measurements are 
made "using a meter resulting in a scalar quantity" at the local 
level and the measurement results are analyzed at the global 
level for control feedback to the local level. 

Claims 4-5 and 30-31 have been amended. Claims 4-5 
recite the local control means and claims 30-31 recite the global 
control means. 

Indeed, the recited control means can be either of the 
local and global control means. Support for . this within the 
originally filed application. See that original claim 1 recited: 
"control means (10, 100, 52)", wherein 10 and 100 refer to the 
local control means and 52 refers to the global control means 
(alternatively indicated as a higher-level system or global data 
system/ global database), as disclosed in the specification. 

Thus, these amendments are fully supported. Further, 
it is important to understand that the invention measures 
activity and ability of a person. There are several indexes, 
e.g., RAI index, which may be used. Additionally, there are 
several neural computations, e.g., SOM, that are options. See 
that specification page 13, lines 23-26 also mentions statistical 
analysis and multiple variable control. 

Reference is made to the disclosure beginning with the 
last two lines of specification page 12, and Figure 5. There is 
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disclosed a connection through network 4 0 to allow the control to 
combine the causal connections detected in the local systems 200 
and to control the local systems on the basis of this combined 
information . 

A relation database 51, for example, is created in the 
system at each local level, the database to comprise certain 
operations performed at the local level and the corresponding 
results. These results are transferred through the network 40 to 
a higher-level system 52, where the desired analysis is performed 
for the operation/RAI-index pairs in question. The local systems 
are controlled on the basis of the analysis results (arrows A, B, 
and C) . The response of the sound programs can thus be seen as 
changes in the resulting parameters of the quantities measured 
from the people. The results are collected to the higher-level 
system for analysis. For example, sound information can be 
classified in different categories on the basis of the 
information content. There should be as many of these categories 
as possible, and it does not matter if these overlap. Also the 
activation operations of the customers are classified, in respect 
to the number of interactions, sound information classes and/or 
question/answer pairs, for example. The number of activation 
operation classes is not restricted either; generally the more 
classifications there are, the better it is. 

Now with reference to the disclosure beginning on 
specification page 13, line 28, there is also disclosed the 
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following. The number of parameters and their interdependencies 
are completely open. In the high-level control a self -organizing 
map (SOM) is constructed of the classes of sound information and 
operations and of their effect on the results measured from the 
customers. The parameters of the activation operation classes 
form an N dimensional map, the effects of the operation (which 
are positive or negative) being input as a point on the map. In 
this way the components whose effect is generally strong can be 
selected from the operations found to be good at the local level. 
In addition, high-level control combinations of operations 
ascertained as good at the lower level can be found by means of 
the self-organizing map, the combinations being better than the 
operations separately. In this way those acting locally can be 
directed to take more into consideration operations used at other 
sites. The self-organizing map efficiently finds statistical 
dependencies between different operations. 

In view of the amendments, the specification provides 
the needed antecedent basis with respect to claim 1. 

As to claims 4, 5, 30 and 31, the objection was made in 
view of the recitations concerning the control means being 
responsive to the observation means and the control means being 
adapted to control the regulation means. It is also noted that 
these recitations correspond to recitations in original claims 4- 
5. 
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To provide proper antecedent basis, the following new 
paragraph was added to specification page 8, following line 23: 
The inventive system provides control means responsive to 
observation means, with the control means adapted to control the 
regulation means. There is no new matter added as original 
claims 4-5 disclose these features. 

The specification was objected to for informalities 
concerning element 52 . The specification has been responsively 
amended . 

Each of the specification objections have been 
addressed and fully responded to. Withdrawal of the 

specification objections is solicited. 

Claim Objections 

Claims 1, 30 and 31 were objected to with respect to 
the recitation of "global control means (52)... adapted to - receive 
said change of the somatic phenomenon which is sent from the 
local control means (10, 100), ". This recitation has been 
cancelled . 

No discussion as to claims 30 and 31 was made by the 
Official Action. Therefore, it is understood that no further 
amendment is required with respect to claims 30-32. 

Claims 4, 5, 30 and 31 were object to based on the 
recitations concerning the control means being responsive to the 
observation means and the control means being adapted to control 
the regulation means . Again, it is noted that these recitations 
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correspond to recitations in' original claims 4-5. The 
specification has been amended. No further amendment is 
necessary . 

Section 112, second paragraph 

Claims 4, 5, 30 and 31 were rejected under section 112, 
second paragraph, as being indefinite. The claims have been 
amended as discussed above. 

Withdrawal of the rejection is solicited. 

Section 103 

Claims 1, 3-5, 7, 10, 18, 21-25, 28, and 30-31 were 
rejected under section 103 as obvious over YASUSHI 6,048,310 in 
view of CARNES WO 00/52604. 

Claims 6 and 8 were rejected in further view of OSORIO 

6, 549, 804 . 

Claim 26 was rejected in still further view of TIECHER 

6, 475, 161 . 

Claim 27 was rejected in further view of DESIMONE 

5, 539, 860. 

Claims 27 and 29 were rejected in still further view of 
MUSHA 5, 601, 090 . 

The claims are all believed allowable because of the 
following reasons . 

YASUSHI teaches the operation including "a selection of 
a certain audio file containing speech and/or music" (as stated 
on page 6 of the Office Action) . 
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In amended claim 1 and in the three new independent 
claims the selection of the audio file is performed on the basis 
of an analysis performed in the global control means. In more 
detail, those claims recite that 1) the activation operation 
includes the selection of a certain audio file, 2) the global 
control means control operations to be performed by the local 
control means, the operations to be controlled include said 
activation operation, 3) the global control means control said 
operations on the basis of the analysis, and 4) the analysis is 
performed by using results or quantities measured from the user 

and other users. 

In the present application it is essential which audio 
file is selected. The selection of the audio file is essential, 
because the system of claim 1 aims to increase the activity and 
ability of a person. 

The following example should help to understand the 
selection of the audio file. Let us assume that a person is 
comatose and experience has shown that playing piano music may 
cure the person so that the comatose ends. This experience is 
behind the analysis performed by the global control means. 
Therefore, the system plays piano music for the comatose person 
even if the person does not at all like piano music. The local 
control means monitors the change of the person's somatic 
phenomenon and if the change is good, the system continues 
playing the piano music. Otherwise, if there is no change or it

is unwanted, the system tries another audio file on the basis of 
a new analysis. This way the system provides different audio 
files as long as the person is connected to the system, the 
global control means receiving the monitored somatic phenomenon 
and acting on the received monitored somatic phenomenon. 

In YASUSHI's system, the state of a person seems to 
dictate which audio file is played for the person (col. 15, lines 
42-49; col. 16, lines 40-48; col. 17, lines 24-30) . 

In the present invention, the system aims to affect the 
state of the person, i.e., the system tries to make the state 
better. Therefore, the change of the state of the person 
dictates which audio file is played for the person. This is an 
essential difference between YASUSHI's system and the system of 
the present invention. 

Another essential difference is mentioned in the 
above 4), i.e., the system performs the analysis by using, not 
only results measured from the person, but also results measured 
from other persons. In more detail, those persons have been in 
similar state as the. person whose state the system tries to make 
better . 

According to page 6 of the Office Action, CARNES 
discloses that user' s input to the various user profiles and web 
pages correspond to the measured results of the present 
application. Then, assuming that the user's input corresponds to 
the measured results, the health education materials mentioned by 
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CARNES should correspond to the ' operations to be performed by the 
local control means, because the health education materials are 
outputs the system of Carnes . 

In the present invention, the measured results effect 
to the results of the analysis and the results of the analysis 
effect to the operations to be performed by the local control 
means. It is, however, difficult to understand in which way the 
health education materials mentioned by CARNES could correspond 
to the operations to be performed by the local control means. 

Indeed, the persons who receive and read the health 
education materials have an opportunity to change their 
lifestyle. In other words, the persons may perform "the 
operations" which are expected to make their state or health 
better. In the present invention, persons don't perform the 
operations, but the system, i.e., the local control mean. 

In the system of CARNES inputs of a person dictate what 
kind of health education materials the person will receive. 

In the present invention, the change of the state of 
the person dictates which audio file is played for the person. 
CARNES fails to disclose that the change of the state of the 
person would effect to the activation operation which is targeted 
to the person. 

Thus, even if combined, the claimed invention does not 

result . 
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The dependent claims '-are believed allowable at least 
for depending from an allowable claim. 

Reconsideration and allowance of all the claims are 
respectfully requested .
